The following scheme represents the present arrangement of the 
literature of Political Science in the Library of Congress. Various 
printed classifications and bibliographies have been consulted and 
drawn upon in the preparation. In its detail, however, it is based 
upon the collections on the shelves, 'which may account to a large 
extent for variations in the degree of development of certain sections. 
As may be noted, the geographic and historical order has been 
adopted, save with respect to general and comparative works. Certain 
deviations from this principle are due to practical considerations and 
in part to local conditions. 

The first draft of subclasses J A, JC and JK was developed by Mr. 
W. Dawson Johnston, now Librarian of Columbia University; and 
that of JX by Mr. Philip D. Phair, of the Division of Documents, 
Library of Congress. 

Throughout the preparation of the whole scheme I have had the 
counsel and criticism of Mr. Charles Martel, the Chief Classifier.
